REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  TO 
EXAMINE  THE  CHARLESTOWN  POLICE  SYSTEM 

Last  year  at  Town  Meeting  our  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  examine  the  local  police  system  and  report 
our  findings  together  with  any  suggestions  we  might 
have  for  improvement.  During  the  year  we  have  met 
with  the  Chief  of  Police,  Mr.  Willoughby,  the  Selectmen, 
and  with  the  Municipal  Court  Justice,  Judge  Perry. 
They  have  all  been  most  cooperative  in  giving  us  their 
time  and  any  information  at  their  disposal. 
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Basically,  we  feel  that  the  town  has  remarkably 
good  police  protection,  considering  what  we  pay  for  it. 
A  strong  motive  of  civic  responsibility  is  evident  in 
those  performing  this  work  in  view  of  their  moderate 
financial  reward. 

There  has  been  much  discussion  about  our  police 
force  over  the  years.  There  have  been  rumors  of  ill-feel- 
ing among  the  several  branches  of  protection  and  en- 
forcement. We  have  examined  this  aspect  of  the  prob- 
lem closely  and  found  no  evidence  to  supiport  it.  We  feel 
they  are  all  trying  to  do  their  jobs  to  the  best  of  their 
ability,  taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  these 
are  part-time  jobs  only.  The  sherriff' s  office  and  the 
state  police  work  together  with  our  town  police.  Each 
branch  has  its  primary  functions  but  in  many  instances 
they  call  upon  each  other  for  mutual  support. 

On  numerous  occasions  a  full-time  police  force  has 
been  suggested.  Obviously  such  a  police  force  would 
give  us  better  protection,  but  it  is  not  the  intention  of 
this  committee  to  recommend  this  to  the  town,  since  we 
do  not  feel  that  it  would  be  financially  feasible.  A  full- 
time  policeman  with  a  town-owned  cruiser  working  an 
eight  hour  day  and  on  call  twenty-four  hours  a  day 
would  cost  the  town  approximately  $10,000.00  a  year. 
Round-the-clock,  seven-days-a-week  protection  would 
require  three  more  men  and  add  another  $11,000  to  the 
cost.  This  is  a  great  deal  more  than  we  feel  the  town  can 
afford. 

During  the  year  the  bailiff"  system  was  reintroduced 
at  the  suggestion  of  the  committtee.  We  feel  that  this 
was  a  step  in  the  right  direction  and,  while  it  has  not 
been  used  to  its  fullest  capacity,  we  hope  it  will  be  even 
more  effective  in  the  future. 

The  committee  would  like  to  call  the  town's  atten- 
tion to  the  excellent  work  done  by  the  police  last  Hallo- 
we'en. A  large  group  of  special  police  were  on  duty  until 
the  early  morning  hours  under  the  supervision  of  the 
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Chief  of  Police  who  kept  them  moving  about  with  par- 
ticular attention  to  various  trouble  spots,  with  the  re- 
sult that  there  was  almost  no  serious  damage  done. 

As  a  result  of  our  study  during  the  year,  we  do 
have  some  recommendations  for  your  consideration.  We 
suggest  that  the  Selectmen  and  police  come  to  an  un- 
derstanding of  the  exact  nature  of  police  duties  and  set 
up  a  code  of  operations  outlining  their  objectives.  We 
would  hope  that  this  would  include  under  the  subject  of 
enforcement  of  speed  laws  that  the  law  is  no  respecter 
of  persons  and  local  and  out-of-state  drivers  should  be 
treated  alike. 

While  considering  law-breakers,  we  would  like  to 
recommend  that  the  town  jail  be  cleaned  up  or  closed  up. 
In  its  present  condition,  it  is  disgraceful.  With  a  cement 
door  that  could  be  disinfected  and  scrubbed,  separated 
cells,  and  a  thorough  fumigation  against  vermin,  it 
might  again  function  when  necessary.  Consider,  if  you 
will,  that  it  is  separated  only  by  a  wooden  door  from 
our  Lower  Town  Hall  where  frequent  food  sales  are 
held ! 

The  committee  was  surprised  to  learn  that,  aside 
from  workman's  compensation,  our  police  are  not  in- 
sured against  liability  while  pursuing  their  police 
duties.  We  strongly  recommend  that  the  matter  of  in- 
surance be  studied.  On  numerous  occasions  these  men 
are  called  upon  to  take  chances  with  their  lives  and 
property  and  certainly  should  have  some  protection  if 
we  expect  them  to  carry  out  their  duties  wholehearted- 
ly. 

We  also  recommend  that  a  record  be  kept  of  ex- 
penses involved  in  the  office  of  Chief  of  Police,  particu- 
larly with  reference  to  mileage.  Considering  the  small 
salary  accruing  to  this  office,  a  week  of  vigorous  policing 
would  soon  put  him  out  of  pocket.  We  feel  that  an  ad- 
justment of  this  situation  might  result  in  more  active 
protection. 
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There  have  been  several  suggestions  made  by 
North  Charlestown  parents  for  the  protection  of  their 
school  children.  First,  we  recommend  that  the  "Chil- 
dren -  Caution"  sign  at  the  edge  of  the  very  narrow  and 
dangerous  bridge  at  the  lower  end  of  the  village  be 
moved  half  way  up  the  hill  to  give  cars  an  earlier  warn- 
ing of  the  need  for  caution.  Because  of  the  lack  of  side- 
walk in  front  of  the  school,  we  suggest  that  the  fence 
be  moved  back  to  provide  walking  space  for  the  chil- 
dren, or,  if  this  is  not  possible,  that  a  gate  be  opened  in 
the  side  fence  so  the  children  can  enter  the  school 
grounds  without  having  to  walk  in  the  road.  We  also 
suggest  that  the  school  police  direct  traffic  at  school 
closing  time  at  irregular  intervals  as  a  deterent  to 
speeders  going  through  town  at  those  hours. 

In  general,  we  feel  that  the  school  police  patrolman 
program  has  been  most  successful.  Money  for  this  pur- 
pose was  appropriated  last  year  and  we  recommend  that 
the  program  be  continued  this  year. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  a  solid  yellow  line  down 
Main  St.  from  Mr.  Maxwell's  house  to  the  blinker  light 
might  be  a  means  of  controlling  speeders.  We  recom- 
mend that  the  state  road  commision  be  asked  to  con- 
sider this. 

A  great  deal  of  time  that  might  be  more  profitably 
employed  goes  into  the  chores  of  dog-catching  with  its 
accompanying  paperwork.  It  is  our  feeling  that  some- 
one else  could  be  found  to  take  over  this  aspect  of  police 
duty.  Also,  we  would  like  to  suggest  that  simple  com- 
plaints against  dogs  might  be  talked  over  with  our 
neighbors.  If  you  feel  that  a  foniial  complaint  is  neces- 
sary, then  you  should  be  willing  to  sign  the  necessary 
papers. 

Our  final  recommendation  for  your  consideration  is 
one  we  feel  would  take  a  great  deal  of  the  necessary  but 
time-consuming  secretarial  work  off  the  shoulders  of 
our  Police  Chief  and  his  long-suffering  wife.  An  article 
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is  being  presented  in  the  Warrant  asking  for  the  estab- 
hshment  of  the  part-time  office  of  town  clerical  assis- 
tant, to  do  the  paper  work  connected  with  the  police  de- 
partment, keep  records  of  expenses,  answer  the  tele- 
phone, contact  proper  authorities  such  as  the  Humane 
Society  in  cases  of  dog  problems  and  otherwise  to  as- 
sume small  office  chores,  leaving  more  time  for  active 
police  functions.  It  is  our  hope  that  after  consideration, 
the  town  may  eventually  find  it  advisable  to  broaden  the 
scope  of  this  office  to  include  the  offices  of  Tax  Collector, 
Town  Clerk,  Town  Treasurer,  Overseer  of  the  Poor, 
Health  Officer,  and  the  secretarial  work  now  done  by  the 
Selectmen  in  addition  to  their  supervisory  duties.  Such 
an  office  would  become  a  full-time  position  and,  by  com- 
bining these  several  offices,  command  a  salary  commen- 
surate with  its  responsibility  without  much  added  ex- 
pense to  the  town. 

It  is  hoped  that  you  will  find  the  information  gained 
and  the  suggestions  made  here  of  help  to  you  in  evaluat- 
ing our  present  police  system  and  in  planning  for  the 
future.
